WALLOON LIKE BIG TADPOLE 


Latest French Aircraft for Observation 


Purpose! Requires Fifty Men 


to Maneuver It 


Among the latest triumphs of the, 


French aerial service is an observation 
balloon, named "Le Caquot," writes a 
Paris correspondent. 
In shape it re- 


sembles a great tadpole. "Whereas oth- 
er types ore Inconvenienced by a wind 
of. from 50 to 85 feet a second, Le 
Caquot can remain in tbe air unless 
the wind exceeds 65 to 75 feet per sec-, 
ond. 


It takes 50 experienced men to ma- 


neuver it, for as soon as it leaves the 
shed great attention must be paid to 
the wind currents, so 03 to flare the 
envelope from being torn. Attached to 
the balloon is a Dicker car. In which 
the observer Is installed with his maps, 
charts, arms, barometers, and tele- 
phone, the latter (lied over his ears so 
as to leave Ms hands free. He is also 
provided with glass and a white silk 
parachute for an emergency. , 


When the baitoon attains an alti- 


tude of from 2.000 feet to 3,000 leet 
tbe windlass to which the cable Is flied 
Is drawn by horses or motor car at a 
moderate pace to a point near the en- 
emy lines, where a refuge excavated 
in the 'soil has been prepared. This 
accomplished, the observer transmits 
his Instruction by telephone. 


Two anti-aircraft posts are estab- 


lished nearby to keep off enemy air- 
planes. If the balloon is menaced tbe 
crew bring it down from 5,000 feet In 
seven to ten minutes.

Why You Are Not 


30 Cents for Sugar 


In April 1917 the cables told of a plan proposed by 


Herbert C. Hoover, then in London, which he described as 
"a plan by which the Allies can consolidate under one head 
the whole purchasing of food staples from our market, and 
not only will competitive bidding be abolished, but by 
co-operative buying on our side we can arrange the proper 
balance between the rights of producers and consumers." 


This plan was favorably re- 


ceived by the sugar refining in- 
dustry, which had been on a war 
basis almost from the beginning 
of the European War. 


The war had brought the Allies 


into the Cuban market, resulting 
in severe domestic and interna- 
tional competition with no in- 
creased supplies. 
Naturally 


prices of refined sugar, both to 
the American public and to the 
Allies, rose under this forced draft 


Domestic sugar refiners, since 


the outbreak of the European War 
not only have safeguarded the 
United States supply but have 
maintained the lowest sugar prices 
in the world. 


. This brilliant record is due 
largely to the fact that sugar re- 
fining is in the hands of large 
business units, with an excess of 
refining capacity sufficient to sup- 
ply all domestic needs, and so far 
all demands of foreign countries. 


In the spring of 1917 there was 


a serious attempt at the disor- 
ganization of the sugar refining 
industry, following a long series 
of attempts at destruction of sugar 
ships. 


• Accompanying these incidents 
were widely circulated sensa- 
tional reports predicting a sugar 
famine and sugar shortage, caus- 
ing widespread apprehension. 


At that time, even with the assur- 


ance of ample supplies on hand, 
retail sugar prices rose in some 
sections to 20 and 25 cents a pound. 


The efforts of the Franklin 


Sugar Refining Company to allay 
public alarm, to check hoarding, 
to accept a price less than that 
which it could easily have se- 
cured, and to distribute its prod- 
uct fairly and evenly among the 
trade, were of real public service.

ly the necessity of saving ships, 


led the United States and the 
Allied Nations to urge upon the 
sugar industry tbe adoption by 
voluntary agreement of the 
original Hoover plan, under the 
authority of the Food Control 
Act passed August 10, 1917. 


The cane-sugar refiners and the 


beet-sugar producers unanimously 
agreed to the Hoover plan as a 
patriotic act in the interest of the 
American people and as an aid to 
the Allies. 


This is the significance of the 


appointment by the United States 
Food Administration of the Inter- 
national Sugar Committee to 
which the Allies send representa- 
tives for England, France, Italy 
and Canada, and to which the 
United States contributes three 
members. 


Upon the success of the opera- 


tion of. the International Sugar 
Committee under the directions of 
the Allied Governments, acting 
for practically half the civilized 
world, will depend the readjust- 
ment of the world's sugar markets. 


This plan is full of promise to 


all the nations party to the con- 
vention. 


It is an assurance that sugar, 


although comparatively cheap 
in view of war conditions, will not 
by reason either of competitive 
or speculative activity be in- 
creased in wholesale price. 


Sugar will become stabilized in 


price with sufficient profit to pro- 
ducers, refiners and merchants to 
maintain and stimulate produc- 
tion and to cover the cost of re- 
fining and of distribution.
